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TRIBUTE TO ANN STACY 


“One of the great services which Tal Hughes did for the 
MSA was to hire a slender red haired gal by the name of Ann — 
if Tal could see the budget and the staff that Ann handles today 
he would have apoplexy.” — July 12, 1981, Elmer Manson, MSA 
President, 1955-56. 

Ann, you see, began working for MSA on August 6, 1956 and 
is celebrating her 25th Anniversary with the Michigan Society of 
Architects. 

We celebrated Ann's anniversary during the program at the 
Mid-Summer Conference this past August. Following is the script 
delivered by Evie (MSA President) to the slide presentation; the 
comments are taken from the letters submitted by past MSA 
presidents. 

| wrote to all the MSA Presidents that are still “alive and 
kicking” and received some super responses. Chase Black, Presi- 
dent MSA 1968, never replied until | called. He was “too busy” 
but with prodding he later called and told me his memories of 
the conference in 1951, the building of the bridge, and it was 
the first year the producers took part. 

We heard from almost all who served as President with Ann 
at the helm. 

Fred Wigen, AIA, President 1958-59, sent his slide and best 
ishes to Ann. 

Jim Morison, AIA, President in 1957, with us at the confer- 
ence with his wife, Edna, the first time since early 1960's, recalls 
“The board working hard to get a decent fee schedule on state 
work.” 

We heard from Al Durkee, FAIA, President in ‘71, stating 
“his obsession to adjust fees for state work. He worked hard 
with Adrian (Gus) Langius but not until 1975 did the contract 
efforts of so many people such as Bernie Mayotte and Bob Bell 
pay off.” 

My term of office was largely a “holding action” and Bill 
Lyman, FAIA, spent most of his term “putting out brush fires” 
in 1970. The registration act was being challenged by the more 
“militant members of the profession.” 

“Ann Stacy was not particularly fond of my habit of telling 
jokes from the speaker’s podium at Annual Meetings or maybe 
it was the jokes. She initiated the policy of typing triple-spaced 
meeting agendas with ys” high letters to keep me on track. By 
removing my glasses I could no longer see the agenda and 
and continued to “do it anyway,” the way of Bob Wold, AIA, 
President 1966. 

Ann followed lots of the Presidents around trying to obtain 
professionalism. She “invented the preppy look” in 1969 for 
Jack Hallett, AIA, and Rae Dumke “so that they could come to 
MSA festivities in their topsider boat shoes.” 

Some of our past presidents speak of Ann’s strengths and 
guidance when outside forces affected the Society. When Les 
Tincknell took over the helm in 1974, the economy plunged, 
our membership literally went into hiding. At a Lansing meeting 
in 1975, local members were bodily recruited from area offices 
that a quorum was present to vote. 

Some guys just lead the fun. Bill Jarratt, FAIA, Chancellor 


College of Fellows, Past President ‘73 and Regional Director 
1974-77, makes an Executive Directors job easy. He had the 
honor of awarding Ann Honorary Membership into the MSA. 

Others who are far ahead of the norm are quick to send 
praise. 

“Although I was president prior to your tenure wiht the 
Society, we are all thankful for the years that you have spent 
smoothing out the rough spots for the architects of the State. 
| and my colleagues wish to personally thank you for your many 
contributions to the Society. May you be with us for many years 
to come.” — Alden B. Dow, FAIA, President 1949. 

Then there are those who “reigned” King Arthur and Lady 
Ann guided gently by Queen Lois led our organization through 
a very productive growing year in 1978. Art Nelson, AIA. He 
enjoyed every wonderful task he performed. He gave us Ban- 
ners, The Flag, IDP, and so many programs. He says “only be- 
cause of Ann most of it happened on cue.” 

The Palace was purchased in 1980, the campaigns of letters 
and pledges came through. John Jickling, FAIA, and Ann paid a 
visit to First Federal Savings and Loan and took out a mortgage 
on the Beaubien House. 

1977 was a time when MSA was taking a good hard look at 
itself. Paul Bowers, FAIA, devoted hours establishing the base 
for a governmental affairs program. He smiles when he says 
“Ann was dragged kicking and screaming into the world of 
lobbying, PAC’s and co-operating with engineers.” 

Gene DiLaura, FAIA, MSA President 1976, writes: “After the 
celebration on your being our chief guide for lo these many 
years — | just couldn't help but feel proud just for knowing 
you. Your steadiness at the helm was, without a doubt, the 
catalyst for the success and achievements attained by the So- 
ciety. The contributions that | may have made were successful 
because of your total support, your decisions on which fork in 
the road to take and when to take it. | wish you good health 
and continued success. Congratulations.” 

And Jay Pettitt, FAIA, MSA President 1967, states: “This had 
to be a tough year for Ann Stacy with Phil Meathe as Regional 
Director and Jay Pettitt as MSA President, two of the most 
incorrigible rascals you could find.” 

Lots happened in 1967 with Jay at the helm. Although Lt. 
Governor Milliken was made Honorary Member of the MSA, 
Ann knew the truth of the time when she wrote a single sen- 
tence letter to Jay — “Save it! This may be worth a fortune 
some day.” 

Tonight 1981 will stand out in the memories of this year’s 
President. To be the 25th President, to serve with Ann is awe- 
some indeed when one looks back on the strength of those 
before but as Ann so aptly stated to Gene Terrill as he com- 
pleted his wonderful celebration project in 1980, “Remember 
Gene, there is nothing more past than a past president.” 

Ann says it well but from the past presidents’ side, Bob 
Tower, President in 1975, sums all of our feelings in his de- 
scription: Mother Ann is remembered by me each time I see a 
cork riding the waves of some pond or lake. She is always on 
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the surface of things and keeps her stability with a hard earned 
ballast of well-timed suggestions, threats, coddlings, absenses, 
appearances, final directives and carefully engineered plots. 


God bless her. 


And so, Ann, we are proud to have served with you. 

You might be interested in comments from Kenneth Black, 
FAIA, who served MSA in 1938-39. He wrote to join us in con- 
gratulations. He has asked his son, Duncan Black, AIA, to act as 
his representative at this occasion. He also wants you to watch 
for his grandsons, Keith and Kevin (one whose hair is redder 
than yours). He may be serving with you if you stick around 


long enough. 


Ann, that’s how it goes — Happy 25th, Ann Stacy. — From 


your past presidents.

PAY BACK. Managers, you 
can’t go wrong. In our busi- 
ness, your strength is the peo- 
ple you employ. Their abilities, 
knowledge and education di- 
rectly results in the product 
you provide.
